Brady of Alaska has sent a. letter to 
Secretary Bliss descriptive of the law- 
less condition of affairs at Dyea and 
Skaguay.

meeting when Alaskan affairs were un- 
der discussion, aud was considered suf- 
ficient justification by the members for 
the dispatch of the additional military 
force already authorized to be sent to 
Alaskan territory. The following is a 
copy of the letter: 


"News from Skaguay by the steam- 


boat now in port is serious. 
The Unit- 


ed States deputy marshal has been shot 
dead in the discharge of bis duty. An- 
other man was killed at the same time 
at the same place. Recently the steam- 
ers have been carrying great lists of 
passengers, many of whom are gam- 
blers, thugs and lewd women from the 
worst quarters of the cities from the 
coast. They have taken in the situa- 
tion at Skaguay and Dyea and appear 
to have combined to carry things wkh 
a high hand. 


"The best people of these places are 


powerless because they have no munic- 
ipal form of government. The United 
States marshal is powerless because 
he can only appoint a few deputies; 
when they undertake to act they are 
singled out as targets by this ruffianly 
element. One of this class was tried 
in the United States district court last 
December for killing 
United 
States 


Deputy Marshal Watt in January, 1897, 
and was acquitted by the jury in the 
face of positive testimony. 
In fact, 


these influences seem to be joined hand 
in hand and will surely go unpunished 
unless the government takes immedi- 
ate action and provides the necessary 
force at Skaguay, 
Dyea 
and 
other 


points. 


"Congress should grant immediate 


relief, so that both naval and military 
officers can act when requested by the 
civil authorities. 
The United States 


marshal should have a patrol vessel at 
his command with necessary accommo- 
dations for eight or 10 deputies and a 
proper armament. I do-not see how 
he can perform his duties as executive 
officer of the court unless he has such 
means of locomotion always entirely 
at his own command."

party, or of the party bosses, but in 
order to justify his retention in office 
the creature mast have become greater 
than his creator. He is no longer the 
servant of hia party, but the servant of 
the people. 
For 
all public service 


should be striotly impartial, strictly 
non-pnrtisan. 
And the public ofticial 


who most rigidly adheres to this rule 
will not only serve the paople besf, but 
will also reflect the greatest honor on 
tba party to which he belongs. 


Bnt^when, instead of this, a public 


office ia regarded merely as an oppor- 
tunity of plundering the public and of 
furthering the schemes of designing 
men; when it ia only a wheel in the 
party machine run for the benefit of the 
party managers, then it is time to see 
to it that there is a change. 
When 


the 
"generals,'' the "ling." 
the 


"gang" prostitute the public servi e 
to suit tbeir private convenience tu 
help make a success of the v private 
intrigues, then it is time to destroy the 
combination. 


Not only the public welfare demands 


it, but tae welfare and success of the 
party in power depend upon it.

BRITISH AUSTERITY 


Law and justice in England seem lo 


have a real and substantial meaning 
comparatively unknown ia this ocnn- 
tiy. 
Lo»d Ntrille, the eon of the

law maker, was yesterday brought to 
trial at the criminal court in London 
on charges of ftaad, by which a credi- 
tor was made to suffer to the extent of 
150,000.

The crown ac- 
cepted a plea of gniUy, and then it be- 
came the duty of the trial judge to pass 
on the criminal and his acts.

wretched clerk with several children 
who bad incurred a heavy loas and had 
helped himself at his master's till, I am 
afraid there toould have been no one 
to speak inezteunation; bat the higher 
position the person holds, the higher 
his responeibilties." There were lots 
ot the nobility and aristocracy present 
and sympathizing. 
Concluding, the 


judge said: "You have brought shame 
and dishonor npon an ancient and noble 
family, and sorrow and suffering npon 
your nearest and dearest. Your crime 
is great and jour sentence must be 
severe. 
It is that yon be kept in penal 


servitude for five years." The chances 
are as one in a hundred tbat ends the 
matter as regards Lord Neville.

pardon board will interfere. 
Wealth 


and high birth in England have their 
piivilegeB, but when they come 
in 


conflict with the laws are treated pre- 
cisely as the outcast from the slums. 
And it will be further observed that 
the English judge laid down the prin- 
ciple which we reverse so often in this 
country, that "the higher a position a 
man holds the highir liis reaponsibi'- 
ity."

changes since the bill has been talked 
of, and published in the city papers. 
Judge Baunon gave a detailed explana- 
tion of the management of affairs from 
national down to the township trustees, 
showing that each was virtually a gov- 
ernment of itself, and under the pres- 
ent the people elected the officers to 
manage these governments. 
The ob- 


jects of political organization is to bet- 
ter govern, and adhere to the interests 
of the people. 
In the city govern- 


ment we have diffeient boards or offi- 
cials, whose duty it is to see that the 
machinery of the government is placed 
and kept in motion. 
The scheme or 


plan of political organization in this 
country has no equal in the world. In 
England it is au organization of Queen 
and Parliament, and Parliament dic- 
tates the management of the affairs of 


I the smallest village. 
In this country 


neither the national or the state author- 
ities have any right to interfere with 
the management of local affairs. 
The 


people have the right to say what kind 
of legislation we shall have. This pro- 
posed change in city government when 
shorn of the detail resolves itself into a 
few V' ry radical changes. 
The most 


radical 
being the board 
of affairs, 


this board to be appointed by the pro- 
bate judge, they to have exclusive 
control of the management of 
the 


city's affairs, exclus ve control of all city 
property, all expenditures and appoint- 
ments, all contracts—in fact as tho 
word 
implies, exclusive control of 


everything. The iiicy council is a mere 
figure-head. 
The board of affairs shall 


originate all legislation, make all con- 
tracts, etc., and refer same to council, 
but council shall approve of the same, 
and all bills, when approved by the 
board of affairs, shall be paid by the 
clerk. 
This board, according to the 


proposed law, sball consist of three 
members—two of one patty and one' 
of another. Judge Bannon thought 
this should ba changed to four mem- 
bers, two of each political party. Then 
a non-partisan management ot affairs 
could'be had. 
Whether the appointing 


of this board should be placed in the 
hands of any one official is the ques- 
tion. All officials should be kept as 
near the peoplb aa possible, and this 
appointing power in any of these posi- 
tions is a step away from the people. 


The second feature of the proposed 


bill objected to by Judge Bannon was 
robbing the mayor of the jurisdiction 
he now has. He said, "We do not need 
a police judge; the mayor can lock 
after the hardness better than a police 
judge." Another great abjeoton to the 
proposed bill is the increased expense, 
Tht) salaries named in the bill are en- 
tirely too high. These could be out 
down almost one-half, and yet secure 
good men to fill the positions. 
This 


bill is taken substantially from the 
city government of Hamilton and Day- 
ton, except that in these cities the sal- 
aries of the board of affairs are lees 
than one-half of those named in this 
bill. 


tA the oloae of Judge Bannnon's pa- 


per several Questions were asked him 
These queries indicated that very few 
in the andienoe wire favorable to the 
bill. It was agreed that the discussion 
should bo taken up again in two weeks.
